regiment and Marine Battalion reaching the 
bottom of the hill, the Spaniards iinmedutely 
retreated, leaving four iieid pieces, and one

then marched for Buenos Ayres, and though 
Gen. Bereslord bad hopes oi preventing- the 
deilru^ion of the bridge over

Chualo, three miles from the city, be had the 
mortification to fee it iuilAmes.

body was halted, and a detachment under 
Lt. Cul. Pack, accomfMinicd by Gen. Beret- 
ord« was fent forward to prevent the total 
deliru^iion of the bridge ; which was, how- 
ever, entirely Confumed.—-The detachment 
then re joined the main body. 
At 
day-light 
on the 27th, though Capt. Kennec, of the 
engineers, reported, that on the Britifli fide 
of the river there was little or no 
covering, 
while the enemy, to the number i^f near 
1000, were drawn up behind hedges, houfes, 
k c . on the other fide, where the river was 
not 30 yards wide, Gen. Beresfvrd determined 
lo torcc the palTage, 
and ordered eleven 
pieces of artillery to the water's edge, whi ch 
were &red upon by the Spanifii gieat 
guns 
and muiqueiry, but fo ili-direited, as to do 
but little damage ; and by means of boats and 
rafts, the men were thrown over the Chucio, 
and the fire of the Spaniards ceafed. 
The 
enemy's troops were faid to be 2000 in num 
ber, alt provincials ; but their oppufuion was 
very feeble. 
Finding the troops in general 
had deferred the city, Gen. Beresford fent 
Enfign Gordon to fummons the Governor to 
furrender the city and fortrefs, alTuiing him 
of the exercife of their religion, and protec- 
tion to their perfons and »11 prrvate property. 
The Governor wifhed to delay his aniVer ; 
and the Britiih had recommenced their march 
for the ci».y. when an officer from ths 
Go- 
vernor met Gen. Beresford, with a number of 
conditions, which tha General f»id he had 
not time then to attrnd to, but would con- 
firm by writing what he had promii'fd, when 
in poffrffion cf the city.
